rested- and was In the hands of tboofll- 
oers. being convoyed to tbo Adams Coun- 
ty Jail wben tbo mob overtook them, 
teacoed tha prisoner, and bong blm to a 
tree on wblcb another negro had been 
banged some tlmo ago, and bis bead cut 
oil and stock upon a pole In tbe midst ot 
a pood close at band. 


Th • following Item cornea from Mead- 


ville, Franklin County, where tbe ]ail 
was cleaned out by lynchers last week: 
"The wbtte man. Brown Sullivan, who 
was tried atMeadvllto on a changed 
venae from Jefferson County, and ac- 
quitted, tor tbe murder ot Freeman lost 
y«ar, was yesterday executed by a mob." 
It was one ot tbe most desperate and 
atrocious murders ever committed In 
tUaatatppI, tbe strongest evidence going 
ta-abovuutt Freeman was waylaid by 
firowo guUtvan and bis father.

The first wua Mr. Hagerman, who said. 


"Wherever I go I am Ti Republican, be- 
cause tho party had set him free.

Give na our rights in the 
South, and every state will go the right 
way. 
The colored men will stand by the

He was called to attend a colored man 
who had been kicked in the fuce by a 
borne and very badly wounded. Tho jaw 
boiin was broken and the llesh WIIH cut. 
Tht< poor man was unable to oat and had 
to bo fed with a spoon. No common 
nnrse oonld have oared for him. He ro- 
quired delicate handling and careful at- 
tention, for he was in a vory oritioal con- 
dition. I attended him regularly at the 
home ot hie employer, He was not kept 
in the barn nor sent away, but ho was 
Jnken into the white roan's house nnJ 
treated as one of the family, receiving 
every comfort possible. Tho white man 
in person nursed him through his sick- 
ness like a brother. I eaw the nuc«o with 
his own hand feed the black man and 
watch over him tenderly. That man who 
exhibited this brotherly sympathy and 
magnanimity and kindness was Gen. K. 
J. Oglesby, our candidate for governor. 
(Deafening applause.) 


President Mosaer stated that during the 


day he had seen a colored young man, a 
former student m the Deoatur eohoola, 
doing clerical work in an office. The Re- 
publican party had opened the schools to 
the colored race, and when it was done a 
leading Democrat of Decatnr took his 
children ont ot school because "he didn't 
want his children to go to school with 
niggera." After further remarks trom the 
president the meeting adjourned. 


Soldiers in the Poetofflce. 


One of the democratic papers of Deoa- 


tur has complained because "there are no 
soldiers in the poetoffloe." The charge is 
moat unfair and unjust. The facts are 
there are 'now on duty at the poatofkie 
one soldier who served five yean forlhe 
Union; another who served three yearn 
and another who served one year. And 
there have been recently appointed in the 
office four sons of veterans. The soldier 
appointed as carrier declined to serve 
because he could make more than 960 a 
month at another occupation. The vete- 
rans and their sons have the bulge at the 
poetoilice by a large majority.

The follortrto^'.jimiieunoemcat la mode for 


the Information ot p'alrone of this offloo and 
the public: 


First. The tree delivery of mall by letter oar- 
rlere bat been delayed a lew days in conse- 
quence of delay In getting street letter boxes 
erected, the ojllco properly arranged and fur- 
niture in place. Street letter boxes have not 
been received as yet, but are expected dally, 
and will be erected as aeon as possible, and 
matter for tho malls will have to be brought 
to the poetoffloe or handed to tho earrlora. 
Tho oity hua boon divided into llyo districts, 
as follow 8: 
1st District— Will commence at corner of 
North Church and West North atroeta, running 
oast to Illinois Control K. H. switch to East 
Wood and South Broadw&y. west to bouth Oam- 
x>tey, and north on Churoh to place of begin- 
ning. This district comprises tho business 
put of the oity, and all business bouses will 
bo supplied throe times each day and private 
residences twice. This district wlU bo rupplt- 
od by carrier No. 1, F. W. Imboden.
